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AN IMAGINARY (BUT POSSIBLZ) CONVERSATION

The little man came up to the speaker of the afternoon. “°Fine speech,” he 
said approvingly. “I am something of a genealogist and have made some study of 
that region myself. You are a good historian." 

The historian smiled. He had ideas about genedlogists. "So," he replied, 
“you think you are a kind of historian. Whet is your field?" 

"I look up my family.® 

“Important people, eh? Signed the Declaration? Fought in the Revolution?” 

"No, neither, as it happens.” 

The historian became slightly jocose. “Well, that’s funnye I thought you 
folks were only interested in heroes.* 

"Oh, no, we take whatever comes; we are just interested in our people, whence 
they came, what they did and why and how they got alonge” 

“But I bet you don’t look up the jail registers. Ha?" 

The little man flushed but held his grounde “We look wherever we think we 
might find their names. As genealogists and social workers know, criminals tend to 
run in families. ‘The majority of our people aro respectoble and so were their ane 
cestors. As a mattcr of fact ono of my uncles wag in Andcrsonvillo prison.” 

"Very intcorosting, very intoresting. All heroos, aftcr all. So you don’t 
think goncalogy and family trcog arc just a bit of scolf-glorification?" 

Tho littlo man soomed to grow tallor and morc surce “No, I don’t. We ere 
naturally intorosted in our own pcoplo. This natural intcrest is, porhaps our 
initial impclling motivc. But onco you gct back of your grandfathcr you must got 
into history for your background. Tho history of even ordinary people is pretty 
fascinating stuff. You do your best with it according to your viewpoint -- like 
historians doe” 

"What do you mean = « like historians?” 

“Well, I*ve known historians to take different views of the same man. Take 
Alexander Hamilton for instance. Was he a selfish alitocrat or was he a great 
statesman? Historians don’t agree.” 

"But that is different. Historians collect facts. They are free to call a 
wan e crook if the facts indicate it. You can*t call your grandfather a crooke” 

"Oh, yes, I cane I can do it just the way the historians do. I've been reade 
ing history for years, but it never dawned on my until recently that dAmericus 
Vespucci was nothing but a crook. The histories put it that he made a claim that 
was never substantiated.® 

"But a genealogist never mentions the unflettering family traits.” 

"How many family histories have you ever reed?" 

"Well, not many. But it stands to reasoneses” 

"You ought to read a few.” 

“But why fritter away your time on unimportant people? Why not study Weshing- 
ton or Napoleon --- men that shaped history?” | 

The little man had: become almost patronizing. “That is the American idea, I 
guess. We've been brought up to think that the common man is important, and it 
follows, therefore, that his history has significanee.” 

The historian began to wonder why he had been drawn into this conversation, so 
he just nodded. 

The little man had one more thing to says “You know you chaps ought to be 
thankful for ug amateurs who specialize in family history. We are never your come 
petitors in print or on the platform; but our narrow family interest often widens 
out into a quite general enthusiasm for history. We are apt to be sitting increas- 
ingly in your audiences and buying your books. In faet I don’t know any better de- 
vice for interesting a man in historical matters than by encouraging him to look up 
his family tree.” 












NOTES OF THE SOCIETY 


The guest spcakor at tho mocting of the Socicty on Saturday, February 10, was Mr. 
Lynn Smith Millcr, editor of tho Royal Oak (Michigan) Tribuno. In whet ho called a 
"rambling” talk, ho told ontcrtainingly how descondants of Lieut. Scmucl Smith of 
Wetertown, Massachusotts and Wethersficld, Connecticut, and descendants of John 
Miller also of Wothersfield, going by difforent routes to New York State, met cnd 
married and becamo his ancestors. 


Mr. Ae De Gordner of Dotroit, cnginoor and gconoalogist, addrossod the moeting on 
March 10, on "Some Ancestors of the English Founding Fathers". Mr. Gardner, who 

has concentrated in recent years on European ancestry, discussed methods and mater- 
ials for discovering such ancestry, especially in England. He suggested that first 
one look in a town in England of the same name as the New England ancestral town, 
searching parish registers, wills, etc. He thinks that many Americans may justly 
claim noble descent, because of the mixture of nobles and commoners over a period of 
timc, but warned of the necessity of chocking sourcos and not taking too much on 
truste It was an excellent discussion of the subject. 


Miss Mery Se Green, a charter member of the society, has presented us with a copy of 
her recently published "HISTORY OF LEVI GROEN AND HIS DESCENDANTS". This is e book 
of 414 pages, with 950 biographical sketches, 3000 names, 14 illustrations, an index 
and an addenda of supplementary datae It has been placed on file in the Burton 
Historical Collection of the Detroit Public Library. We are proud that one of our 
members has made this contribution to genealogical literature and thank her for the 
gift to the society. Miss Groen is an aunt of Mr. Marquis E. Shattuck. 


The society extends its sympathy to Miss Irene Townsend Dudley whose mother, Mrs. 
Irene Maybury Dudley, died on January 22, 1945 in Detroit. Mrs. Dudley was born in 
Detroit, May 26, 1877, the daughter of Henry Maybury and Charlotte Elizabeth §Sullie 
van, and niece of the late Mayor William Ce Maybury.

Tampa, where for more than thirty years she was a member of the Board of Management 
of the Children's Home of Tampa.

ABRAHAM DAINS or Daynese The genalogy of this line of the writer's family begins 
with the marriage of Abraham Dains, or Daynes, and Serah Peake at Canterbury, 
Connecticut on December 27, 1671. The first date given in Oalkins’ “#tiotory of 
New London" in connection with Abrahem Dains is 1662. A further reference has 
the date of 1664. It seems court orders were published in that year prohibiting 
the use of “cardes and shufflebords” and warning the inhabitants "not to enter- 
tane strange young men”. Transient residents, who were not grantees and house- 
holders, were the persons affected by this order and it aroused thom to the ne- 
cessity of applying for permission to remain. Among the roll of applicants we 
find the name of Abraham Daynes. “All other sojourners not mentioned carrying 
themselves well were allowed to live in the towne, else lyable upon warning to 
begone”,. It would seem thet Abraham Dains was a newcomer in the towne A letter 
from the Connecticut State Library at Hartford states that Abraham Daynes of New 
London, 1664, is supposed to have come from Casco, Maine. 


William Pcake*’s residonce in New London wags wost of the town plot on the path 
loading to Fog-Plain. The marriago of his daughtcr Sarah to Abraham Daynos is

Thore cro many records cf the Eurscponn anccstry cf John 1 Dreke of Windsor, which 
would also, of courso, bo tho patornal anccstry of Samuel 2 Drake, regardless of 
whether he was the son or nephew of John 1 Drake of Windsor. Bolton's History of 
Westchester County traces John 1 to the Drakes of Ashe. New York Genealogical and 
Biographical Society's Record, Vol. XXVII, pe 176, gives the names of 1500 ances- 
tors of John 1 Drake of Windsor, Conn. Of these nearly 1000 are the names of an=- 
cestors of Elizabeth Plantagenet. It continues from Edward I King of England, 
1272-1307, and his wife Eleanor of Castile, who died at Grantham, England, November 
1290, the paronts of Slizabeth, fourtcen genorations to John 1 Drako of Windsor. 
"Colonial Familics of the United Statos” Vole I, pe 135, gives a Drako lincago cx- 
tending back many gencrations, “The Doscendants of John Drako of Windsor" prescnts 
several English wills proving the descent of John 1 Drake back to John of Asho, who 
is casily traccablo into the many linos refeorrod to above.e 


EX1 John Drake came to Boston with two or more sons in 1636. At Dorchestcr, Mass. 
he became a freeman, Oct. 19th of the same year. In 1640 he owned land at Windsor, 
Conne Apr. 19, 1640 his wife Elizabeth wos a member of the church at Dorchester. 
He bought land in Taunton, Mass. in 1637. In 1640 John was granted a 14 acre home- 
lot with meadow at Windsor. Other purchases were “land over the Great River” cnd 
"land in the Greot Mecdow". For eight sessions he was a jury member of the Partic- 
ular Court from June 1643. It is probable that John married his wife Elizabeth in 
England. The Windsor, Conn. Town Rocords tcll of tho causo of John's death as 
follows: “Auge 17, 1659 John Drake Senre dycd accidontaly, as ho was Driving « Ccrt, 
Loaded with corn, to carry from his houso to his son Jccob's tho Cattle boing 2 
oxon, and his marc, in the highway against John Griffin's Something Scar'd the 
Cettlo, and they Set a running, and ho Labouring to Stop thom, by takcing hold on 
the marc, was thrown down on his facc cnd the Cart whcols went ovcr him, broke one 
of his Legs and bruised his body so thet ho was tckon up Dead boing ccrried into 
his Daughtors houso had Lifo como again, but Dyod in « Short timo and was buricd 
on the 18th dey of August 59." Inventory of John Drake's estate taken Sept. 14, 
1659 showed $ 324, 13, 0. There was some disharmony in the settlement of the estate 
which was finally adjusted, acknowledgment being signed by the widow Elizabeth and 
the sons remaining in Windsor.

Scharf’s “History of Westchestcr County" in the section on Ecstchcstcr preludes an 
article on the Drako family thus: “Drako = This family, ono of the most distinguish- 
cd in tho town and county, is descended frem Samuol Drake, who had throc sons and 
soveral daughtorse Samucl tho second son romaincd in Connecticut. The rest of the 
children omigrated with their father to Ecnst Chestcr. In the laying out of the land 
voted by the “town from time to time, in the sottling of difficultics betwoen tho 
freochclders, and in the necessary interviews with the Governor, cnd in the commiss- 
ions from him, the services of Scamucl Drekc and his two sons, John and Jescph, ape 
pear to have been most valuable. Jchn Drake was a member of the New York Assembly. 
The family continued through the colonial period to hold its position of honor and 
truste In the Revolution Col. Joseph Drake was one of the most ardent patriots and 
one of the most brave and efficient officers of the ware The poet, Joseph Rodman 
Drake, Charles Drake, an ominent city physician, and tho two aldermen, James and 
Elias Ge, hove still further contributed to keep up tho distinction of tho family".

FYl Goorgo Barlow, according to Rte Hone Sir Montague Brrlow, Bte,y was the probable 
progenitor of the New England Barlows. He apparently emigrated to America 
about 16353; was at Exeter, Mass. in 1639 and Waco, Maine in 1635, at both of 
which places he preached as a clergyman of the Church of England. In 1653 tho 
General Court of Mass. forbade him either to preach or to prophesy. He then 
practiced lowe. In 1659 he took the “Oath of Fidelitie” at Sandwich, where he 
had settled. He married ---=- Stetson, daughter of Vincent Stetson of Milford 
before 1650. Mention was made of George 1 in Vincent Stctson's will at that 
time, -~---- (Stetson) Barlow died at Sandwich in 1667. There were five sons of 
that marriage. George 1 Barlow married (2) Jano (+----) Bess, widow of Anthony 
Besse There wore two sons by this marriage.

In March, 1931, an oxhibit of manuscripts, 
portraits, etce portaining to Jcol Barlow was hold at tho Amorican Library in Poris, 
where he resided fram 1788 tc 1805. Ho wag born Mare 24, 1754 at Roading, Ccnn., 
and died near Orccow, Poland, Doc. 24, 1812. Famed as poot, politician and diplo- 
mat, ho wns educated at Dartmouth and Yalo3; was cne of tho “Hartford Wits"; a friend 
of Tom Payno, of Fulton and of tho fcoundors of tho Amorican Constitution. Ho was 
sont to Franco on a missicn in 17883 was Consul-Gencral to Algicrs, 1795-97. Ho was 
made &ubassador of the United States and Minister Plenipotentiary to France in 181l. 
In Nove 1812 he made a difficult winter journey to Wilna, Poland, for the purposo 

of negotiating a treaty. His mission boing unsuccessful, Jool Barlow turned back, 
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was takon ill, dicd and was buricd Dece 24, 1812 at Zarnowiac, near Oracow. 


Returning to tho Drake familys 

EY3 John Drake, according to tho 1710 Consus of East Chester, was 56 years of age, 
making his birth date about 1654. Ho lived to an advanced ago, a useful and c 
prominent citizen. In land divisions, appeals to the governor, cs Captain of 
the East Chester Company in tho defonse of tho town and of Now York City, as a 
momber of tho Ne Ye Assembly and an opposor of Loislerianism activity, fearless- 
ness charactcrizod him. His father, Samuel 2 Drake had bcen an original paten- 
tee of East Chester. Ina later agrcement wore John 2 Dreke and John 4. Pinck- 
noye May 22, 1682 it was agrood “that tho stocks clready made shall be placcd 
‘near John Drake's houso under a white oak troe". Tho discomfort shown by the 
prisoners in the stocks must have furnished high class (?)entertainment for 
the rosidonts of the Drake house. Oct. 20, 1686, “John Heddon, Sre and Elizc- 
beth Smith, widow of William Smith of Yonkers, bind Thomas, son of William Snith 
to John Drake and "Sarah his wife of East Chestcr, for 10 yoars to learn the 
trade of weaver”. "Dece 5, 1683 Nathaniol Tompkins, John Drake and Richard 
Shuto are choson to go into tho woods with tho Indians to mark out the land 
within the patont of Ecstehestor, and to loarn what the Indians ask for the 
land". "Fobe 30, 1688 Philip Pinknoy sells to Jchn Dreke, in the *oulde ficld." 
Witness: John Poll". “Mar. 1, 1691/2 John Drake, yooman cf Eastchester, buys c 
dwelling house, crcehard cnd 3 homo lotse” In 1698 Gapte Jchn Drake gavo the 
onth of allegiance to King Willian, at Eastchester. 
Jchn Drake was supervisor of Eastchester 1697, 1703, 1705, 1707, 1715, 1720. On 
Nove 25, 1675, Gove Andreas anncuncod the existence of a militcry compcny as 
follows: "By tho Governor's order I om to inform you that considering the dis- 
tance of Ee C. from your town (Throg's Neck and Polham) and the compotont num- 
wor of men thor, havo gocd to appoint a Licute thOrg,who is to be sccond Lieut. 
to your cOe, and dothe not thinko it convenniant for the tow towns to be celled 
togonther so as to lenvo cithor of thom destitute of men but upon very extrae 
ordinary occasion so that eatch may Train in their own Town. The person pitch- 
ed by the Gove is the old Lieut. Will Haiden to whom I will take care to send a 
comishon as sonne as posebell I cane” Haiden resigned but later took command. 
Taking 70 men he marched to New York City to help Seisler, and with him and 
others signed the bold declaration of their loyalty to the Protestant faith. 
He was succeedod by Licute John Drake. In 1700 a report of the strength of the 
militin in the provinco of New York listod as Eastchoster officers Capte John 
Drake and Liout Joseph Drako. 
For tho inhabitants of East Chostor, John Drakc, Joseph Drako and Willicm Cheat- 
torton potitioned Gove Cornbury for a church: “Wo assure your exccllency that 
*tis our carnost dosirc to como undcor the Rcguletion of the Church of Enge cas by 
law established, as so is our minister, Mr. Morgan, for which reason we are de= 
sirous to continue him amongst us eee” In 1692 scoveral promised "to contorybuto 
unto Semuel Casting, he boing choson to Road in the biboll cnd other good sermon 
books and so to cari on the Sabnth days Exersises as according to cur Hencrabell 
Col. Henthcut's ordcr unto use Honry ffawlor promisos to give one Bushell of 
good winter whonte” Among the subscribors woro Jose Drake and John Drake. 
Gol. Heathcoto, in 1704, wrote tho Venorable Socicty for Propagating tho Gespel, 
telling of the domoralization of Westchostor Cc. thust "ees I sont an order to 
all the Captains roquiring them to call thoir mon under arms and to acquaint 
them in caso they would not in covery town agreo among thomsolves to appoint 
roaders and pass tho Sabbeth in the bost manncr they ¢culd till such times cs 
they could be botter providod that they should every Sunday cell their compan- * 
ions undor arms and spond tho day in oxorcise”.

In a most carefully documented article in the "American Genealogist” for July, 1944, 
Mr. Robert Ke Farrington proves "The Correct Ancestry of Timothy Foster of Walpole 
and Dudley, Massachusetts". This corrects an error in “THE FOSTER GENEALOGY" by 
Frederick Olifton Pierce, 1899, pp. 926, 928-9, an error which has misled descend- 
ants of Timothy Foster of Walpole into tracing their lineage to Edward Foster of 
Scituate. Mr Farrington's record also corrects two articles in "THE DETROIT SOCIETY 
FOR GENEALOGICAL RESEARCH MAGAZINE", both written by Mrs. Helen Mead Burget, who is 
happy to havo hor lineage proved and to correct the errors heree One article, “The 
Minute Mon of 1775", appeared in the issue of Juno, 1941; the other, “The Doublo 
Wodding", in tho May-Juno issuo, 1943. Also in “THE COMPENDIUM OF AMERICAN GENEAL- 
OGY", Vole VII, pe 808, under “Helon Moad Burget", the same correction should bo 
mades Correction noted by Holen Mond Burget of Detroit. 


“THE HISTORY OF DEERFIELD, MASSACHUSETTS” by Goorgo Sheldon, 1896, Vole II, p. 128- 
It is statod horo that Sylvanus Cobb marriod Elizaboth, daughtor of Noverson Werren 
of Deorficlde at page 132, Vital Rocords of Deorfiocld, Mass.,-it is shown that 
Betsey, daughtcr of Novorson and Ann Warren, was born Octe 5, 1783 and diod Oct. 20, 
1786 (pe. 321). No Elizeaboth is listod among tho childron of Noverson Worrone Ann, 
widow of Noverson, dicd at ngo of 81, March 24, 1834, and Novorson died March 25 or 
27, 1831, aged 82. (Deorficld Vs Re pe 321) Sylvanus Cobb marriod Elizabeth Warren 
March 9, 1772, at which time Novorson Warron was 23 yoars old and could not have 
been tho fothor of a girl old onough to marry. But Hardwick, Masse Vital Records, 
pe 158, state Silvanus Cobb and Elizoboth Warren of Westborough marriod Mare 9,1772.
